Lowpon, April 1.—The first attack on 
the Government's policy in the Transvaal 
was made by Lord Cairns, Conservative, 
in the House of Lords last night.~ H 
luded to the announcemont in the Queen's 
speoch that the authority of the Crown 
would be promptly vindicated in tke 
‘Transyaal, He entertained grave doubts 
that in surrendering tho territory the pre- 
rogative of the Crown has not been stained. 
{He emphatically protested against handing 
hundreds of thousands of British subjects 
‘back to as bad a system of slavery as ever 
existed in the world, Ho argued that there 
had been no security that the Boers would 
aocept the dedisions of the Commissions.

~ TARRED AND FEATHERED, 


An Irregular Marriage and its Extraor- 
dinary Sequel, 

A correspondent at Gilboa, in tho Cate- 
kill Monntaing, gives the partioulars of the 
recent tarring and feathering of Mr. and 
Mrs, Stephen Oantine by a party of oight 
masked men. Mrs. Cantine is 19 years 
old and her husband is 22. The woman 
sae sho left her first husband on account 
ot his dranknoeas, and that, boing too poor 
to got a divorce, sie and Cantine wont be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Shafer and wore 
sworn together. This proceeding scandal- 
ised the neighborhood, and the couple ro- 
od further eonsure on account ot the 
god attempt of Cantine to levy black- 
mail on Oscar Jackson, the village store- 
por, by charging him with trying te 
seduce Mrs, Cantine, The woman said to 
the correspondent: “At midnight last 
Wednesday we were nwakened by the 
bursting inof the door. I saw a crowd of 
men coming into the kitchen. Some of 
them had masks on, and all of them had 
their faces bluckoned, One of the men 
strack my husband in the face, and then 
four grabbed him by his arms and logs 
and palled him out on the floor and strip- 
ted him, He kept saying, ‘Boye, lot me 
up.’ They threw him face down on the 
floor, and held him there while they put 
the terand feathers on him. There wore 
eightisenin all, As soon as the first 
four had pulled my husband out of bed 
the other four seized me. Two of 
them held my arms down by 
my sides as I sat on the side of the bed. 
Only one man handled the tar, and so I 
had to eit on the edge of the bed und seo 
my husband ill-treated. There were pint 
cups of tar. One cupful they used on hin 
and the otheron me. Aman with mit- 
tens on dipped the mittens in the tar and 
spread it all over my husband's body. 
When he had spread it all ovor him they 
put en feathers. When they had finished 
with my husband they carried him to a 
corner of the kitchen, where two men held 
him down on the floor. ‘hen the other 
six got around me, They put me down 
on the floor, the same is they did him. 
The man with the mittens began by put- 
ting tar in my face and eyes. It mademy 
eyes smartut first and blinded me. He 
then rubbed tar all over my body He 
also put on feathers. I begged them to 
atop. I did nop dare to scream, because £ 
was afraid they might killme. When 
they had finished, they cautioned us that 
if we made any noise or attempted to fol- 
low them they would come back avd kill 
us. Then they lot us, and all wont out 
the same way they came, leaving us lying 
there naked inthe cold and dark, As 
soon as they bad gone we made a fire and 
went to work to get the tar off. We 
sorabbed away all the rest of the night, 
and it wasn't until 9 o'clock the next 
morning that my husband looked well 
enough to go out. Then he went over to 
his father’s house and told what bad hap- 
pened, {twas days before I got the tar 
all off me. They put some in my bair, 
too, and that way almost impossible to 
get out.” Several arrests were made ani 
three men wore found guilty of participat- 
ing in the assault and were fined $20 a 
piece.

LARD CHEESE, 

An Investigation of Its Merits in New 
York —'Yhreatening Ruin to 
Forcign Irade. 

Tho Assembly Committee on Public 
Health began its sessions in New York on 
Friday, at the butter, choose and egy 
exobange. The object of the meetings 18 
to investigate lard cheese, which has lately 
been thrown upon the market to compote 
with the genuine dairy articles and oleo~ 
margarine, with a view to finding what 
logisiation is necessary to protect the in- 
terests of the cheese und butter trades from 
the injury threatened by the production of 
tho spurious articles. 

‘Thomas Ballantyne, a sturdy Epglish- 
man, who owus a large cheese factory at 
Stratford, Ontario, was called to theatand, 
He is now on his way to Europe, whore ho 
docs # large business in cheese,und said be 
was familiar with the cheoso markots of 
the world. ‘1 have nover hadanything to 
do with lard cheese,” he said, but 1 have 
examined one of them. The lard is added 
to the milk to make up for the want of the 
cream. ‘The cheese Inckod the aroma which 
comes from the oils of the cream, and 
which no fat can possibly give it, Asan 
export I could tell the difference, but it is 
a Yory successful imitation, and very do- 


coptive, ‘his country iv a great exporter 
of cheese, and I am quite contident that if 
Engliehmon once discover the existence of 
this spurious article. and that they are 


liablo to bo deceived into buying it, ‘the 
discovery will thoroughly demoralize your 
trade in Europe. Auorican chesse has | 
been stoudily guining im favor in England, | 


und our full yoods ure superior to threo 
quartors of the boat English Oheoro. It 
jard ia now introduced into the article, wo 


shall lose all that we have gained, and 
arouse again the old prejudice which we 
fongbt so long to overcome.” When nuked 
to suggest a remedy, Mr. Ballantyno said 
the manufacture of lard, cheese could not 


be stopped, but that it ehould be Inbellea 
as lard choose, so that oonsumora might 
know. what they ware buying.

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TURKISH BEAUTIES. 
Temple Bar gives a close view of the 
“Turkish beauties about whom so much 
has been written and so little really 
xoown," from which this appears: The 
closer wo seo them, both physically and 
morally, the less do wo admire. In gon- 
eral they have oval faces, cloar oval skins, 
languishing dark eyes aud beautiful bande, 
soft as velvet and as whito as snow—be~ 
yond this, nothing. Tbey lack the natur- 
al grace and protty coqnotry of our Ley- 
antine bells, and the firm tread, elegant 
manners and becoming modeaty of Euro~ 
pean women, ‘Their figures are clumsy, 
their foatures somewhat harsh, their lips 
full and often thick ; they walk with o roll 
(their loga being bowed,) and even their 
natural attractions depend more or less 
upon artifical aid. They thickly powder 
their faces, blackon their brows, and dye 
their eyelids and lashes, 60 that when half 
veiled by the yashmak sereen they are 
sertainly striking and have a dazzling 
effect; but under other cir. 
cumstances most of them would pass no~ 
noticed, Many of the children are beuuti- 
ful, with brown, rosy, plump faces and 
golden brown bair; their dress is, how- 
ever, frightful and rediculens ; they woar 
wido pantaloons, with long skirts of some 
outrageous color (often yellow,) badly 
fitting shoes, and a smartly colored cap 
perched on the top of their heads. The 
yashmak (or veil) worn by Turkish wo- 
man was formally made of thick muslin 
and completely head tho features. A fold 
passes over the mouth, undor the chin‘ 
acd is carried up over tho ears ; a still 
wider fold encircles the forehead leaving 
tne eara alone uncovered, the whole 
surmounting a gayly covered little head- 
dress, which is joined on to the hair at 
the back. Now-a-days the yashmak is of- 
ten composed of tho finest tarten, so 
that the whole of tho features aro clearly 
visible, and much of tho illusion respeot~ 
ing Turkish beauty tas consequently been 
dispelled> It has been pretty well remark- 
ed that the young and pretty woman wear 
the veil loosely and of the thinnest materi- 
al, while the old and ugly bandage up 
their faces with jealous care as tho’ fear- 
ful of tho admiring glances of the 
profano. Tho want of fresh sir and ox- 
arciso, an inordinate love of sweet food, 
ete., destroy their health, and at 80a 
Turkis barom is care-worn, wrinkled, and 
often a confirmed invalid. But the Turk- 
ish cbildren, you will ask; thoy, ot least, 
may be taught better things? Alas! here 
is the saddest quesjion ofall, Many of 
the advanced Turks now give their girls 
a taste of French life. Withor they engage 
European governesses for their education, 
or they send them toa Christian echool 
to get a smattering of the French and 
English language. But at 18 years of 
age this education ceases abraptly, They 
are then shat up, their countenances no 
longer visible to men, and inn vow years 
sre married to some one whom probably 
they have,never seen. The ono panacea 
the law bas bestowed on married women 
in divorce. Ifmot content with her hus- 
ban4 she may leave him, and take 
another and another, although to her only 
one is permitted at a time. At 6or9 
yours olage the Turkish boy is taken ont 
of his mothers hands and put under the 
control of men. He no longor owes her 
avy obedience, and in many cases hardly 
distinguishes her from the other females 
ofthe harem. A fow years later he passes 
at once from the gross ignorance of the 
obild to the fall demands of manhood ; 
at 17 or 18 a wile is given him, and | 
mother exercises over ber and bis off spring 
an authority to which be bimself was never 
subject. Such is the Turkish custom. The 
wite herself is in no case treated as the 
friond or companion of her husband. They 
never talk, go out, visit or eat together. 
They have separate apartments, both for 
day and night. The husband's malo 
friends are neyer admitted into tho wo- 
man's apartments, nor, of course, do te- 
malo visitors ever intrude into the mon's. 
The womon pass their timo in dressing, 
gossiping, trequenting the bath, or in pay~ 
ing and receiving visits among themsolves. 
Smoking, is, of course, their universal 
pases temps,

Dear Stm,—I thank you on bebalf of 
tho indigont doaf-mates, whose paronts re~ 


side in Belloville,for the words of sympathy 
which appeared in your paper yesterday. 
You are slightly in error though in say- 


ing: ‘If the city, whose wards they real- 
ly are under the ciroumstances, reluses to 
provide for them, thoy must become ob- | 
jects of pfovincial clarity, and receive 
assistance from the public fands of | 
the province.” The donf mutes from 
Belleyilio, or avy other place, cannot be | 
ebothed out of provinoial funds, unless they 
are orphans,duly eortified toby the County 
Judge and Warden, Reeve or Mayor of 
the munieipality from whence they come. 

‘The children trom Bollevillo have tuition, 
board,care in sickness, &c., rREs,and here- 
tofore they have been clothed at the ox- 
pense of the city. The refusal of the city 
authoritios to farnish wearing apparel does 
not put the responsibility upon the Gov- 
ernment—it will only make lite a little 
more bitter to the poor mutes whose parents 
are unable to furnish the necessary oloth- 
ing. 

[ hope the members of the City Council 
will reconsider their recent action, and do 
as former Councils have done in the past, 
Some municipalities,as a matter of economy, 
clothe the children here, rather than sup 
port them wholly at home.

all that should be required ofa laundress.

It is surprising that so many hourekne pors 


will pormit such marked noglect and ¢ 


leusness in the washing and ironing of the 


coarser and plainer articles which really 
epustitute the largest part ofa family wasli 
ing. Sheets, pillow-cases, towols, un 
clothes, and more particularly hosiery of 
every description,are often hurried through 
the suds and rinsing-waterin the most un- 
satisfactory manner. We thiok it would 
not make us half soimpatient ana uncom 
fortable, if table-linen, sheets, shirts, onfts. 
wnd collars wore returned to us half wash. 
ed and ironed, as it would t6 ficd the com- 
tmoner articles neglected ; perbaps—be- 
cause in the first instance the “pe 
work” of patience would be very speedily 
accomplished, and justifiable ona for 
i immediate change would be too evi- 
dént to be “gainsaid or resisted.” 

How many housekeepers carefally ex- 
amine the clothes as they come up from 
the laundry? How many tuke time to 
notice if the sheets have been well atretel- 
ed and folded #0 a8 to bring exch hem 
even? Are they ironed all over, or simply 
the upper or outside fold, which, when the 
bed is made, will be turned over the spread 
and therofore the Inundress feels it itopor- 
tant that so much, at least, of the sheet is 
smoothly ironed ?. Are towels, handker- 
chiefs, aud table linén also carefully 
stretced and snapped, and, tho hems being 
laid everly together, are they ironed aud 
{ildod with neatness and precisio: After 
4 laundrees fully understands that her 
employer tneans to have all her work pro- 
pet ly done, and will not be satisfied with 

ull-way measures, if ehe is worth teaching 
she will soon 1h)! into the habit of being 
thorough and exact. 

Aro housekeepers watohiful that their 
clothes-pins and clothes-lines are not left 
out over night, after the washing is done, 

o be ruined by riist and mildew; and do 
they know that if the line is rabbed with 
a clean cloth before the clothes are put on 
it? Ifnot they must not be surprisop if 
they find dark spots from dirty clothos- 
pine, or a dingy stripe the whole length 
where their clothes hang across the line. 
As thoinsido of the article is put on the 
line, a careless housekeener will not find 
it out before the strin Lax become too fixed 
to be removed. Of course, most laun- 
dresges soon learn if they can be cp 
with mopunity.

TREE PLANTING. 


his is the season of the year when trees 
may be planted with tho most security in 
their growth and deveiopment. Few at- 
tempts at systematic timber planting bave 
been made in Canada yet, while our for- 
ests are being out away most improvid- 
ently. It isnot an exaggeration to say 
that, at this rate of proceeding, the timo is 
not far distant when we will have to pay 
much more for wood than it would have 
cost ns togrowit. This reckless destruc- 
tion of forests is also beginning to serious- 
ly affect our climate. Our springs aro fail- 
ing; our streams are becoming more 
capricious ; winds are more destructive; 
“routs more frequent, more severe and 
more protracted ; and tho rain-fall is far 
less equable. To mako timber plontiful 
and to rendor our climate more genial, we 
must reclothe all rugged. broken land and 
rocky creste—in {nct, every scio thatis not 
cultivated, or is cultivated at a loss, with 
valuable forest trees. 

Firet—All ravines and stoop hill-sides, 
zil land too rocky to bo thorongily clean- 
ed of stone and plowed, should be devoted 
to trees, 

Becond — Protecting Lells of timber 
should be planted wherever buildings, or- 
eliards, gardens, ke., are exposed to cold 
Sweeping winds. 

Third—The banks of streams, ponds, 
open ditches, &o,, sliould bo so planted 
with trees that they will 
fiom abrasion by floods and 
Tents. 

Fourth—All public roads should be belt- 
od by gracefal, stately trees. 

We should preserve, improve,and extend 
our existing forests by keeping up a gor 
stant succession of young growing trees o} 
tho best varities.

Forrester owns some prop- 
erty, and his wife having loft him because 
of ill-treatment, the Court of Chancery 
Inst fall ordered him to pay her $25 a 
month, which is about one-half of the rent 
that he draws. This monoy was not pnid, 
and recently steps wore taken to care 
some of the property sold in order that 
the womad might seeure what tho Court 
bad allowed to her.

You do not desire the greasy tood you have 
beon eating, you are remote from market, 
you do not wish todrop animal food entire- 
ly; ret hero come in eggs to solve to prob- 
lem, Instead of frying them in hot Jard, 
break them into a basin of water that just 
simmers—they are much nicer if thoy do 
not boil violontly—and Jet them romain 
until cooked to your taste—turning ence. 
Remove to a platter and spread with butter 
and sprinkle slightly with salt and pepper. 
You have now a pleasing and appotizing 
dish entirely unobjectional, suitable for 
either breakfast or dinner. 

_ Concentrated foods, sugar, five flour,and 
rich meats have been on the table all win- 
ter; with this desire for a change in diet 
comes the craving for acids; heed it by 
all means, they are needed to counteract 
in a measure the effects of their opposites 
with which we have been loading our sys- 
tems. Canned tomatoes are a luxury now, 
and if you are fortunate enough to have 
plums, ourrants, gooseberries, or othr 
ucidulous fruits ia your collection, do not 
hoard them for transient gue 
vort them into pies or serve 
with bread aud butter.Do not esteom lemons 
as too expensive to use freel urchase 
them and convert them into pios (with one 
crust), tarts and lemonade, and yon will 
get your money's worth in their beneficial 
effect, and your own enjoyment. 

I will give one mode of what some one 
has called ‘smothering strawberries,” but 
which, notwithstanding, we find a very 
relishful, and not at all dangerous dish. 
Into one quart of flour put two teaspoontuls 
baking powder, sift the who's thoroughly. 
Rub into it one heaping tablespooniul of 
butter; now moisten with milk and mix 
very soft, just enough to hold its shape: 
bake in one leaf, in a quick oven; when a 
light brown, remove and split, placing the 
two layers on separate plates ; spread both 
generously with butter; over this lay a 
thick stratum of oanned strawberries, and 
sprinkle with white eugar; place the upper 
hemisphere of cake above the other, berry 
sido up; serve Warm. Our family prefer 
the addition of cream, or the juice of tho 
berries, added next in order alter tho but- 
ter, us rendering the cake more soft and 
tonder; to some palates it is a decided 
improvement, Avy other berries will 
answer this purpose in the absence of 
strawverries, In our capacity as cook for 
builders last spring, We made this a supper 
dish on several occasions, and were repaid 
for our exertion by the evident gusto with 
which the appreciative workmen caused its 
disappearance. 

In my next I will give somo hints in

The Whole Country still Buried in Snow, ! 
Yanxton, April 18.—Tbe Missouri is 
gradually subsiding.

The system of 
cramming was injudicious, and had been 
discussed salty thoroughly in the Medical 
Council. ‘Tho profession genorally was of 
opinion that the young people wore over- 
wrought. Tho pressure is highly felt also 
by masters. After further discussion, the 
report was adopted.

A CRIMEAN VETERAN RELATES His 
EXPERIENCE. 


The Battles of the Alma, Inkerman 
and Sebas topol—Russian Bar. 
Darians —A Prematnre Peace, 

Living in the extrome east end of ‘Lo- 
ronto thoro is an old Crimean soldier who 
loves to rolate his exporiencos asa Servant 
of Her Majesty. ‘he old moustache has 
seen his share of war on more than ono 
well contested battle field, and if he 
fools a certain amount of prido in fighting 
his battles over again, it is certainly 
pardonable. Tho old fellow was a full 
private in the 88th Regiment of Foot whon 
the Crimea troubles began, and was ono 
ot the first to leave Chatham for that pen- 
insula, Meeting him tho other oyenin 
a Telegram reporter got him to tell’ 
some of his adventures ag a soldier, and 
below is the substance of what he had 
to tay about Alma, Inkerman and Sebas- 
topol. 

“It was in the month of April, 1854," ho 
began, “when I was stationed at Chatham 
with my regiment, the old 88th, that wo 
reosived marching orders for the Orimoa 
and the Roosians, Thero was only half 
the regiment in barracks there at the 
time, between four and five hundred men, 
and they sent us aboard the steamer Mel- 
bourne for Galipoli. If I remember right 
wo landed in Galipoli on the 6th of May, 
and went into camp at a place ca'led 
Bulaha, some threw or tour miles in the 
country." 

“How 40 you spell that name?” asked 7 
the reporter, 

“Now you've got mo, for I never could 
manage them Turkish names. How- 
somever its at the head of the Gulf of 
Saros, and wo went intocamp there with 
other British regiments and threw up 
breastworks. We didn't stay there leng 
but were sent to Varna to join the grand 
army. On the 8rd of September the 38th 
went on board the Apollo, and we rendez- 
voused with tho fleet and army at Baljeck 
Bay, and then the wholo of us sailed for 
the Crimea. The firstland wo saw after 
leaving Varna was the high land above 
Enpatoris. After sighting the land we 
sailed along the coast tor some time and at 
last we landed ata place called Old Fort 
and marched a piece into the country. That 
was on the.19th of September and I recol- 
leet wo bivouacked on tho bare ground 
without tents that night close to a little 
stream called Alma. The noxt morning 
wo,wore on the mareh again at 8 o'clock 
and kept up till ono in the afternoon when 
wosighted the Roosians. They were in 
position all ready waiting for us on the 
opposite side of the river, aud it wasn't 
long before we got orders to go for them. 
Lord Raglan was Commander-in-Chiof, 
The General of the division my regiment 
belonged to was General England, and 
Sir John Campbell, who was killed at the 
Redan, was Brigadier-Goneral.” 

“WHO GOT FIRST INTO ACTION 2?” 

“T can’t say for,certain, but I think the 
28rd, 77th, 80th, and tho Highlanders,My 
regiment was a supporting one and bad to 
relieve tho 28rd. Tho battle began at about 
one in the altornoon, but bless you I can't 
give you avy particulars farther than my 
own regimont was concerned, You didn’t 
know what the second man from you was 
doing, all I know was that a lot of tellows 
were killod around mo. Before we wont 
into action I saw something of what was 
going on, There wero the British and 
French war vessels steaming in a sort 
of circle off the const, and whonever they 
were broadside on to ic thoy shelled the 
Roosians over our heade, It wasa protty 
sight. The Trench army was on the 
right, and tae Turks were nowhere, They 
nover wont into action at the Alma at all, 
At abont two in the afternoon I and ay 
comrades went into the battle. We forded 
tho river and went up tho blaff, and then 
the next I knew the Rookikns were off for 
Sebastopol." 

* Did you como across apy Russians in- 
diyidually?” 

* Not at the Alma; they didn’t wait for 
us, The 50th Regimont was the firat: to 
roaoli the top of the hill and it was badly 
out up.

THE INCENDIARY'S 

A Vacant House Burned in Marney Ward 
—Dostructive Fire this Morning In 
the Promises of Mr, J. W. Wilson, 


At precisely 11:40 on Saturday nightlast 
the town clock alarmed tho firemen and 
others, who soon discovered the fire to be 
in West Bollevillo, and in a very short 
time No. 1 engine was seen stoaming over 
| the lower bridge to the scene of the con~ 
| flagration, which was confined to a large 
frame tenomont dwelling on Water Street, 
opposite Messrs. Flint & Holton’s planing 
mill, This steamer was sot at work forcing 
water to the fire from a place a short dis- 
tance below Mossrs. Phippon & Graham's 
ashery, followed soon afterwards by No. 2, 
but through somo mishap of the hose carte 
the latter ongine was a little slow in getting 
roady for work. Tho building was an old, 
dry, wooden structure, and tho stiff breeze 
that was blowing at tho time soon fanned 
the smouldering firé into a live blare, and 
in lesa than twenty minutes it was reduced 
to coals and ashes, Dortunately, the wind 
was blowing from the right quarter (north- 
woet) or the house on the rear lot, ocoupied 
by John Reno, would likewise huvo been 
burned. Tho firo waa undoubtedly the 


work of an incendiary, as the house had 
not been occupied for several days past, 
and it is to bo hopad that the incendiaries 
will be discovered and brought to justice. 
The house was owned by Mr. Shorts, and 
was valuod at about $300. There was an 
insurance, but for what amount we havo 
not learned. 
THE FIRE AT ML. WILSON'S, 

Anothor disastrous fire cccurrod this 
morning shortly before 8 o'clock, in the 
rear of Mr. J, W. Wilson's premises, 
Front-st. Mr. W. informed an Onranto 
reporter that he was the first to discover 
the fire, which originated in the cornor of 
a back shed used as a store-room, and 
through which entrance is had to the back 
door of his store. When ho at first noticed 
the light it was very small, but before ho 
could give an alarm or apply water the 
flames had gained almost complete control 
over the building. I'rom this quarter the 
fire spread to the main shop; also to a 
shed adjoining Mr. Wilson's, owned and 
occupied by Mr. Wm. Powell as a store- 
room for wagons, lumber, &c., and from 
thence to the shop of Mr. Lansburg. Once 
the fire gét buruing within these two brick 
stores it was difficult to, extinguish. The 
furniture and shop goods, (both parties 
occupying the second stories as residences) 
were hastily removed to the street, where 
policomsn looked after them. No. 2 
steamer did not leuve her shed and 
short time was forcing two powerful 
streams upon the bhrning buildings. 
Owing to there being no fire stand 
convenient for No, 1 engine, she 
was stationed on the small island 
in rear of the Albion Hotel. 
By means of ladders one stiff stream was 
forced through a rear second storey win- 
dow of Mr. Wilson's apartment, and an- 
other over the front of tho building on to 
the roof, while a third stream was brought 
to bear on the burning sheds io rear of 
both shops. After an hour's bard work 
the flames wero nearly all subdued, and 
darkness once more reigned supreme. The 
losses and insurance may be summed up 
as follows :—Mr. Wm. Powell, owner of 
the store occupied by Mr. Lansburg, esti- 
mates his loss on contents in the back 
sheds and buildings at $400 ; no insurance, 
Mr. Lansburg is insured for $600 in the 
Waterloo on the contents, which will moro 
than cover his loss, as most of his goods 
wero removed tu the street, but were bad- 
ly damaged b}Y water ond smoke Mr, 
J. W. Wilson's loss, $1,000; insnred tor
